PROFESSIONAL LIQUIDATION 


Preliminary €stimates Show Gain for 
Banks on Week—iInterlor Move- 
ment Practically Ended. 


Further profit taking—a renewal of the 
movement which: so affected prices on 
Thursday—and openly professional pres- 
sure on certain sections of the list resulted 
yesterday in a heavy stock market. At 
the end of the day losses predominated, 
but with few exceptions they were con- 
fined to fractions. Business on the Stock 
Exchange through the week has been due 
mainly to the operations of regular trad- 
ers, and there were two matters yesterday 
which apparently induced them to sell 
out such stocks as they had and possibly 
a few more. One of these, naturally 
enough, was the automobile race to-day 
for the Vanderbilt Cup. The Stock Ex- 
change provides a good part of the at- 
tendance on this event every year, and to- 
day will be no exception. Operators who 
left the clty last night, or in the small 
hours of this morning, will be away over 
to-day’s short session of the Exchange, 
and they were unwilling to remain com- 
mitted to the market in any way over this 
holiday, which is, of course, prolonged 
until Monday morning. The selling of 
stocks arising from this fact was impor- 
tant and is readily explained by the char- 
acter of recent transactions on the floor. 
Again, there are a number of political de- 
velopments promised for the next two or 
three days which may have unsettling in- 
fluenoe for a longer or shorter time. Chief 
among these are the return of Mr. Bryan 
to this city for a series of addresses, 
which, according to Wall Street's under- 
standing, will. be.extremely hostile, and 
the meeting of the Independence Party, at 
which further “ Standard Of! letters” are 
promised. It seemed to be the decision of 
such traders as were not moved by the 
holiday reasoning that it was just as well 
to be out of stocks for the other 
enumerated. The market sagged accord- 
ingly. The day's news was relatively un- 
important save that in a general way it 
went to confirm recent reports of im- 
provement in many lines. Copper metal 
was advanced again. More orders for 
railroad material’ were reported, and 
coupled with them were requests for speo- 
ifications for locomotives and cars in ex- 
cess of the actual outlay thus far. A 
fairly. favorable private report on the 
crops found reflection in a sharp decline 
on prices on grain markets. 

Preliminary estimates of the currency 
movements of the week indicate that the 
banks have lost little if any ground 
through interior demands for funds.

Holland Torpedo Boat Co. Says He 
Failed to Fulfill Contract. 
Lewis Nixon was the defendant yester- 
day in a suit begun before Supreme Court

He is only wasting his own eternity and other 
people's time. A woman murders her husband and is 
hanged for it; thereafter her spirit sits on the front 
steps at midnight with her hair down her back and 
gibbers! Even a ghost—and perhaps a ghost better 
than any one else—ought to know that these demon- 
strations are perfectly pointless and futile, and 
generally affect only ignorant and casual strangers. 
It recalls what Huxley said, coming away from a 
with a “ materializing” medium, that if an 
existence on the other side of the grave involved mak- 
ing such a fool of one’s self most of us would prefer 
mortality and extinction. Yet literature does not lack 
examples of purpose and dignity in the manners 
of supernatural visitors, and the aspiring author 
ought to take note of them. The ghost of Hector, 
the ghost of Créusa appear seasonably and utter 
profitable words; the ghost of Hamlet’s father has a 
worthy errand. “ Why coti’st thou?” cries out Bru- 
tus, in a truly dreadful and hair-raising encounter. 
“ To tell thee thou shalt see me at Philippi,” the spirit 
answers roundly, and vanishes, even in death and 
spectre-hood majestic, umalterably Caesar. 

But the irrational behavior of the run of spooks 
helps to explain to us our own apparent Inconeist- 
ency in being so ready to accept almost any kind »f 
devil-story, while we continue to withhold belief 
from the ordinary ghost story.

tents of this volume been brought to light in 1858 
heaven knows the narrow-mindednesg of the 
time might made of them, although, as the 
writer of the critical Mr. Henry H. Har- 
per, is careful to say, they are entirely innocent and 
void of offense of any kind. In 1858 nothing that 
Dickens had done, was doing, or could do 
was innocent, to his vigorous detractors. The Chadg- 
bands and Stigginses, Mr. Creakle and Mr. Squeers, 
the Young Columbian, and Elijah Pogram, the friendg 
of Harold Skimpole, and Mrs. Jellaby were barking In 
chorus at his heels, and had they known who sat 
for the figure of Dora in “ The Personal History of 
David Copperfield” their snarling would have been 
redoubled. In their ignorance they chose te fancy 
that Dora was Mrs. Dickens. David, Parliamentary 
reporter and successful author, was evidently Dick- 
ens, and Dora was his wife. Well, then! Was not 
Dora Mrs. Dickens? And was it not disgraceful 
for him to make his own wife as absurd as Dora, with 
her “talking pen that would disturb Doady,” her 
incapacity for housekeeping, her Zip. The matrons 
of America in those pre-dog-show days had small 
mercy on women who loved little dogs, and they re+ 
garded the creation of Jip as a crowning insult to Mra, 
Dickens, And then, with solemn eyes and lowered 
voices, they would beg one another to remember that 
n “ Hard Times” Dickens had written in approval 
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of divorce, and so, returning to The 
Household Words statement, they 
would find a new misinterpretation for 
it. Yet that statement -was crystal 
clear in sentiment. Said Dickens, under 
date of June 12, 1858:

The last sentence, as an explanation 
Geliberately made by a dutiful son to 
his mother, seems to throw some light 
on the unhappiness in the Dickens 
household. Three years before, Dickens, 
apolokizing for not seeing the same 
friend to whom Miss Hogarth gave her 
confidence, said:

Mr. Winslow's translation is adequate. 
What more could be ‘said of it? There 
is, indisputably,- a-rare charm in the 
French text of Maeterlinck’s strange 
plays, Including this setting of-the world 
fable of Tristan end Iseult, Lancelot and 
Guinevere,.

Moses contributes a readable, painstaking 
introductory essay. He writes of both 
Maeterlinck. and Debussy, and he is not 
unduly enthusiastic about either of them. 
But the reader gets all the information 
about the play and its musical setting 
that he is apt to require. Mr. Moses 
does not think that.“ Pelléas and Méli- 
sande" in ita jyrieal form is an imperish- 
able work. But he. does not stint his 
praise of Miss Garden. 

The rare histrionism of this dramatic 
artist, indeed, ts the reason for the pres- 
ent vogue of “ Pelléas and Mélisande” 
hereadout, and@'the ‘reason for the publi- 
cation of the book... It is a pity, therefore, 
that the introduction did not comprehend 
an authentic account of her career. She 
was born in Canada,.of Scotch parents, 
and some. of her youth was spent in 
Chicago, All her fame, until lately, has 
been associated with the Opéra Comique 
in Paris, Her greatest gift is histrionism.

Naturally, many attempts have been 
made to induce peari-bearing molluscs 
to grow pearls to order All foreign 
bodies, such as small pprasites, diatoma, 
minute pebbles, which come in contact 
with the soft body of the mollusc, Irri- 
tate its tender tissues and stimulate 
it to deposit around them a thin semi- 
transparent substance called nacre, the 
same that coats and renders smooth 
and comfortable the inner lining of the 
shell. Thus do pearls grow. Attempts 
te induce the molluses to create the 
most beautiful variety of pearls to 
order have not hitherto been very suc- 
cessful, and there is nothing in this 
book to indicate that they are likely 
to be in the immediate future, although 
pearl-oyster farming on a scale 
is going on in many parts of the world. 

Linnaeus apparently had the secret 
of making the oyster work, for he is 
credited with growing pearls to order, 
How he did it has’ never been known 
cn sufficient authority, for though he 
left his method as a legacy to his heirs 
they never obtained the price they 
wanted for it. One theory is that the 
Linnaean process was to make a tiny 
hole in the oyster shell and insert a 
round pellet of limestone fixed at the 
end of a fine silver wire, the hole being 
near the end of the shell so as to inter- 
fere only slightly with the mollusc, and

3 OES a survey of recently pub- 
lished theological and Yrélig- 
jous liternture give any basis 
for an opinion as to the re- 
ligious and theological inter- 
est of the English-speaking world? The 
question would be easier to answer if 





we knew not only what is published, 
but what is read. It is to be hoped 
that a certain proportion falls still- 
born from the press—the proportion, not 
very large, but clearly noticeable, that 
is cranky or vulgar or bigoted or hope- 
lessiy out of accord with the mind of 
thinking men. If we could have a list 
of the sales a year after publication 


there would be given a better basis for 
an estimate of popular interest. 


Nevertheless books are published to 




























be read, and doubtless most of them are 
read more or less. We may throw out 
of account one book that comes before 
us advocating a resort to astrology and 
free love, and other books of the same 
class And, taking a few of such 
works* as indicate scholarship or have 
the promise of popularity, it is possible 
to give a guess as to the trend of theo- 
logical interest. 

It is significant that by far the 
greater number of books deal with the 
Bible.

The first section deals with 
the geography, particular attention be- 
ing given to the question of the situa- 
tion of the ancient citadel of Zion and 
its relation to the Temple, Of special 
importance is the exhaustive study of 
the water supplies of Jerusalem in their 
bearing on questions of geography. The 
minuteness of the author's attention to 
details is Indicated by his discussion of 


earthquakes and their possible effeet 
in changing the position of ancient 
springs. Following the geography comes 


a careful study of the economical and 
social conditions of ancient Jerusalem, 
and the account of its history from the 
earliest time to its destruction under 
Titus in A. D. 70. 

It is to be regretted that Dr. Smith 
has not discussed more fully the identl-

Of books that bear primarily on doc- 
trine rather than directly on the Bible, 
by far the most striking is Prof. Nash's 
“The Atoning Life.” Those who know 
Dr. Nash's previous works will expect 
to find here deep scholarship and spir- 
power and striking forms of 

They may not expect to find 
such complete simplicity of style as will 
add clearness to depth. But just such a 
combination is to be found here. The 
work could not be better described than 
in a few words from the preface 
of the pressing needs of ministers and 
laymen alike is a vital theology that 
springs from life and, returning quickly 
to the life out of which it sprang, gives 
form and clarity to experience.” The 
reader will find here a vital theology 
springing from life and testifying to a 
depth of spiritual experience. 

Of a very different kind is Prof. 
Francis J. Hall’s “ Authority Eccle- 
siastical and Biblical,” the second vol- 
ume of his Dogmatic Theology that is 
to be completed in some ten volumes. 
Dr. Hall belongs to the extreme High 
Church, or “Catholic” party of the 
Episcopal Church. His conception of 
authority is necessarily related to his 
theological positidn. Yet he is undoubt- 
edly a scholar, and desires eagerly to 
bring his views into relation with mod- 
ern thought. Thus he welcomes, al- 
though with reservation, Biblical crit- 
icism, and a frank discussion of the po- 
sition of the Church. But it is difficult 
to reconcile his idea of authority with 
the modern world, which is insistent on 
the freedom of inquiry, and is filled 
with the spirit of democracy. Dr. Hall's 
reconciliation is not likely to stand; he 
must go on one way or the other, or 
else sit down between two stools.

Coming back from years of 
wandering and fortune hunting, Chaloner, 
the chief character, finds the glen and 
the spot where he would wish to bulld his 
house, and he also straightway finds the 
girl whose face meaus “‘ home” for him 
Bhe, however, has been betrothed for 
three years to a curate-to-be, who pres 
ently appears on the scene, and seems to 
have the nine points of the law on his 
side. But Chaloner is not daunted. How 
the drama works itself out should be 
left to the story to tell. The author has 
marked his people by subtle characteris- 
tice touches—the traces of superstition in 
their minds, the influence upon them of 
the sea, and the grandeur of the scenery, 
their impatience of pretense, their almost 
fanatical sénse of loyalty, their freedom 
from futile, bustling activities. It is an 
intensive study of a place with its tra- 
ditions, its native types of people, its 
standards of living, and its habits of 
thought, and the conflict which Is unfold 
ed in the drama is the natural outcome of 
these loca] and racial characteristics. 

The recent revivals in Wales have evi- 
dently provided the author with the ma- 
terial for the climax scene, which brings 
the struggle to an end. There are points 
fn the tale which are disappointing, but, 
on the whole, it is an admirable story, 
written with style and force; the author's 
conception is sure, his hold on the narra- 
tive is close and strong, and the sympathy 
of the reader is immediate.

George Eliot (Mary Ann, or Marian 
Evans) was born Nov. 22, 1819, at Arbury 
Farm, in the Parish of Chilvers Coton, 
Warwickshire, England. Her father, 
Robert Evans, was agent for the Arbury 
and other estates. He married twice. 
Mary Ann was by his second wife. The 
child, when five years old, was sent to a 
boarding school. She left school finally 
in 1835. Her first published writing was a 
religious poem, signed M. A. E., which 
appeared in The Christian Observer for 
January, 180. Her mother died in 1834, 
her father in 1849. She became acquaint- 
ed with George Henry Lewes In 1851, and 
in 1854 went to live with him. She first 
used the name of George Eliot about 1857. 
Lowes died Nov. 28, 1878. For a long 
time after his death she saw no one, and 
occupied herself in preparing his unfin- 
ished writings for publication. She forg1- 
ed the George Henry Lewes studentsiip, 
which is worth nearly £200 a year. She 
was married to J, W. Cross on May 4, 
1880. She caught a chill at a concert on 
Dec. 18, 1880, and died two days after- 
ward, . 

It is difficult to decide which is her 
“best work. ‘“‘ Middlemarch” is a gréat 
novel. There are critics who belicve that, 
in some respects, “Scenes of Clerical 
Life” 
Eliot, Charles Reade said of ‘Adam Bede”’ 
that it was “the finest thing since 
Shakespeare." George Henry Lewes tolé 
John Blackwood, the publisher, that, in 
humor, pathos, vivid presentation, and 
nice observation, Amos Barton had not 
been equaled since “ The Vicar of Wake- 
field." There are many who think that the 
first two volumes of “The Mill on the 
Floss" have a charm never surpassed. 
Others regard “Silas Marner” as her 
most perfect composition. ‘“ Romola” 
and “‘ Daniel Deronda” also have their 
hosts of admirers. 

Allibone’s “ Dictionary of Authors" 
may be found in second-hand book stores 
and at book auction sales. The original 
three volumes by Allibone fetch from $3 
to $10; the five-volume set, which in- 
cludes the two supplementary volutes 
by J. F. Kirk, bring from $10 to $20,

£500. According to one of his biographers, 
his books “ shameiessly repeat. them- 
selves."" One of his practices; it is said, 
was to reissue unsold copies of old books 
under new titles. At last, In July, 1617, 
the booksellers, for their own protection, 
obtained the signature of “ Gervaise 
Markham, Gent.,’’ to a promise to write 
no more books on the diseases of horses 
and cattle. His other writings include 
poems, dramas sporting works, works on 
agriculture, and books about military life.
